After  three  years  in  Werner  Auditorium, 
the  Little  Theater  again  housed  Concordia's 
Children's  Theater.  In  the  fall,  a  troupe  of 
actors  Golliwhopped  (told  tall  tales)  and 
danced.  In  February,  Charlie  Brown  and  oth- 
er (Peanuts)  gang  members  enacted  scenes 
from  the  famous  cartoon  strip. 

In  both  cases,  small  chairs  were  set  up  in 
the  front  of  the  theater  for  the  little  ones, 
while  adults  and  bigger  kids  sat  on  folding 
chairs.  Acting  and  singing  occurred  not  only 
on  the  small  thrust  stage,  but  also  in  the 
midst  of  the  audience.  The  Little  Theater 
provided  a  more  congenial  atmosphere  than 
the  large  auditorium. 

"It  was  blocked  in  the  audience  so  we 
could  get  the  kids  involved  in  the  show. 
They  seem  to  enjoy  it  more  when  they  can 
become  part  of  it,"  said  Krista  Dobratz, 
technical  director  for  Golliwhoppers!  "It's 
easy  to  put  on  a  show  on  a  stage  in  front  of

"What  I  liked  least  on  the  road 
was  that  we  had  to  adapt  the  show  to  very 
small  areas,"  said  Lisa  Taylor,  who  played 
Patty.  She  liked  everything  else  about  per- 
forming, however. 

Dr.  Eunice  Eifert,  Speech  and  Drama 
Dept.  Head  explained  that  Concordia  had 
Children's  Theater  for  a  number  of  reasons. 
"One  is  to  provide  our  students,  many  of 
whom  are  going  to  be  elementary  teachers, 
the  opportunity  to  see  first-hand  what  Chil- 
dren's Theater  is.  Our  primary  reason  is  to 
give  children  the  experience  of  live  theater 
which  gives  them  a  personal,  direct  involve- 
ment in  one  of  the  fine  arts."

"Quick!  Get  out  of  the  way!"  one  member 
of  the  stage  crew  hissed  to  another.  A  sec- 
ond later  Chuck  Winkler,  playing  the  part  of 
Earnest  in  The  Admirable  Chrichton, 
dashed  backstage  to  the  sink  and  stuck  his 
head  under  the  water  Chris  Murphy, 
Chrichton,  the  butler,  trailed  close  behind  to 
help  him.  Thirty  seconds  later  they  were 
both  on  stage  again.  Cast  and  crew  members 
settled  back  into  their  original  positions  in 
the  wings  to  watch  the  rest  of  the  action. 

No  one  rested  for  very  long,  however. 
Chrichton  was  composed  of  three  acts,  each 
of  which  required  a  massive  change  in  set, 
props,  costumes,  and  even  makeup.  The 
play  opened  in  the  aristocratic  home  of  an 
English  Lord.  For  the  second  act,  the  pic- 
tures, sofa,  chairs,  and  walls  all  had  to  be 
removed  so  the  scene  could  be  set  for  a 
desert  island.  A  huge  paper  mache  rock, 
palm  trees,  and  thatched  huts  were  a  few  set 
pieces  which  were  needed  on  stage  before 
and  during  the  act.  The  lord's  former  "ser- 
vants" shed  long  skirts  for  blue  jeans  and 
worked  frantically  to  complete  the  set 
change  which  had  been  carefully  choreo- 
graphed under  the  stage  management  of  Pe- 
ter Senkbeil.  The  English  mansion  had  to 
return  for  act  three.  The  set  received  special 


commendation  in  the  form  of  an  Arty,  at  the 
annual  Drama  award  banquet. 

The  Chicago  Tribune  wrote  an  excellent 
review  of  the  play  which  Prof.  Grotlueshen 
directed.  It  commended  the  actors  and  the 
technical  crew.  "We  read  the  review  in  the 
Tribune",  one  couple  confided  to  an  usher, 
"So  we  decided  to  come." 

The  second  play,  The  Man  Who  Came 
To  Dinner,  was  directed  by  Prof.  Hardy. 
Written  by  Moss  Hart,  George  Kaufmann, 
the  comedy  required  a  large  cast  of  charac- 
ters. Brian  Eggerding  won  an  Arty  for  his 
portrayal  of  an  irrascible  radio  announcer 
with  a  broken  leg.  He  spent  most  of  the  play 
in  an  old  wooden  wheel  chair.  Carol  Jeske, 
who  played  Maggie,  his  secretary,  also  won 
an  arty  for  her  performance. 

Bob  Spors,  who  played  Richard  Stanley, 
said  that  "I  think  the  creative  talents  of  the 
cast  and  the  encouragement  of  the  cast  and 
the  encouragement  of  the  director  contribut- 
ed to  making  the  show  a  success."  Bob  said 
that  he  actually  enjoyed  the  rehearsals  for 
the  performance  as  best  because  the  atmo- 
sphere was  "positive,  alive,  and  had  a  lot  of 
incredibly  funny  moments  —  which  contri- 
bute to  a  good  comedy."

"A  tour        to  California!"
